Climbed Monument 
Once A Day 


Summer visitors to London 
are once more climbing the 345 
black marble steps of the 202- 
foot Monument, the finest iso- 
lated stone column in the world, 
which was built to commemo- 
rate the Great Fire of London, 
and cost $45,000. 

For six months the . Monu- 
ment was closed for repairs to 
the steps which are climbed by 
at least 100,000 people every 
year. During that time the 
golden flames above the Monu- 


ment were regilded at a_ cost 
of $750 with 100,000 gold 
leaves. 


Most books on London say 
Sir Christopher Wren designed 
the Monument but in recent 
years this has been disputed by 
some London historians. Mr. 
William Kent, for instance, says 
that Robert Hooke the City 
Surveyor of the period was re- 
sponsible and that it came to 
be ascribed to Wren in 1706 
when the diarist John Evelyn 
referred to it as his\in a book. 

Says Mr. Kent: “Hooke was 
then dead and Wren was proba- 
bly piqued at not having his 


design accepted Indeed, his 


contemporary, Aubrey, said 

- Hooke designed what he called 
the ‘pillar of Fish Street Hill.’ ” 
Whatever the truth, the 
Monument remains one of the 
wonders of London, although 
crowded in to-day by high 
buildings. The greatest diame 


ter within it is only fifteen feet 
and the view from the top on a 
fine day breath-taking—lke 


the climb u! 

Down Billingsgate way they 
still talk of the feat of a young 
fish salesman, Len Starke, who, 
in 1926 for a wager ran sixty

and back again in three min 
utes, fifty seconds

Would you like to be lord of 
your own freehold island para- 
dise? If you don't mind a fairly 
wild and outlandish location, 
there’s.a genuine bargain if the 
market at the moment. 

The Three Isles of Quiet in 
the Outer Hebrides, fifty-four 
miles westward across treacher- 
ous sea from the Scottish main- 
land are being offered for sale. 
For the last eighteen years, the 
property has been the private 
possession of an elderly woman. 

But now, anyone with $18,000 
in spare cash can acquire this 
group, become chieftain of his 
own domain, devise his own by- 
laws and decide what duties 
shall be paid. 

These islands have many note- 


worthy features. For instance, 
Mingulay, the largest, covering

On Bernera, measuring two 
miles by one, there is a light- 
house, a prehistoric fortress and 
a Loch Ness type monster which 
was last sighted four years ago. 


Pabbay, the smallest of the 
lot, “Was a burial ground of 
Scottish monarchs. Lobsters, 


seals and basking sharks abound, 


in the surrounding swell. And 
a few scattered families of fish- 
ermen and shepherds are the 
only remaining human beings. 

To tempt the prospective 
buyer a modern villa and a boat 
are included in the deal. But so 
far no rush of applicants has 
been reported. 

This remote, self-contained 
realm is one ®f many lying off 
the shores of Britain. And most 
of them are privately-owned by 
sturdy individuals who cherish 
their independence and do not 
weéeleome visitors. 

One of the strangest islands 
in the Hebrides is Iona. It is six 
square miles in area. And the 
few inhabitants are so well-be- 
haved that nobody has ever 
troubled to build a prison, nomi- 
nate a magistrate, or appoint a 
single policeman. 

This crimeless community is 
visited only once a week by a 
constable who ventures across 
the stormy straits in a small 
boat from Mull. 

His arrival is regarded with 
disdain by these dour, isolated 
folk. But, to provide formal 
proof of his visit, they conde- 
scend to sign and date his note- 
book. 

Within living memory no resi- 
dent of Iona has ever been 
found guilty of theft, drunken- 
ness, bigamy or.‘murder, And 
there is no record of any road 
offence, simply because bicycles, 


buses, cars and highways do 
not exist. 
In the sunny south, in Big- 


bury Bay, South Devon, is the 
twenty-acre luxury holiday -re- 
sort of Burgh Island. One-time 
haunt of smugglers, it was sold 
recently by private treaty, 

Another privately-owned par- 
adise, which is almost self-sup- 
porting, is Caldy Island, off the 
coast of Pembrokeshire. It is 
only 142 miles long and *%4 of a 
mile wide. 

The lucky islanders can keep 
their own earnings. They pay 
neither rates nor taxes. And

ple variety to bear fruit as early 
as the second year from grafting 
er planting.

At the Canada Department of 
Agriculture Experimental Sta 
tion, Summerland, B.C., experi- 
ments have been made to deter- 
mine the. extent to which the 
fruitless period in apple seed 
lings may be shortened by bark 
ringing. Bark rings, approxi- 
mately one-quarter inch in width, 
were removed from the central 
leaders of trees at 3 to 5 feet 
from the ground. The wounds 
were allowed to dry for 15 min- 
utes and then covered with an 
emulsified asphalt tree seal. The 
ringing was' done in the first 
week of June and the effect of 
ringing evaluated the followfng 
May by counting + the blossom 
trusses on rived and on unring- 
ed trees in adjacent rows. Most 
of the trees were in their eightn 
year from seed when ringed. .

Two years’ experiments indl- 
cated that ringing could shorten 
the fruitless period by one to 
two years in trees that were 
close to the end of their juvenile 
phase. In very young seedlings, 
ringing had no effect on blossom 
formation. In trees that were 
ready to bear fruit, irrespective 
of forcing, ringing increased the 
amount of blossom per tree Most 
of the blossoms, and on many 
trees all the blossoms, were form- 


ed above the ring. The ringfitg . 


effect lasted for one year only, 
and trees which failed to respond 
to the first treatment had to be 
ringed again. Although the ring- 
ed trees experienced some shock, 
which was evident by yellowing 
of- foliage and interruption of 
growth in the part above the 
ring, no trees weTe lost by~the 
treatment. |

Since the operation is very 
simple and takes only one to 
two minutes per tree to perform, 
the treatment can be considered 
as a practical means of shorten- 
ing the fruitless period in apple 
seedlings. Ringing can also be 
used to induce blossom forma-

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How To Propagate 
Lilies Quickly 


The popularity of garden lilies 
has increased greatly within ,the 
past few years and each new 
season sees a greater interst in 
this fine group of garden plants. 

Many species and varieties of 
lilies multiply themselves more 
or less rapidly by means of small 
bulbs which are produced on the 
underground portion of the stem. 
By allowing these small bulbs to 
develop, a group of plants may 
be obtained eevntually from one 
healthy bulb. But a more rapid 
method is by scale propagation, 
says D. F. Cameron, Division of 
Horticulture, Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, Ont. Most 
lilies may be propagated rapidly 
from the scales of the bulb, and 
various methods have been used, 
most of which require the use of 
cold frames or propagating beds. 

For the home pardener who 
wishes to propagate some of his 
choice lilies to extend his plant- 
ings, or to increase his stock of a 
choice variety of seedling, the 
following method is suggested. 
This method requires _ little 
equipment other than polythene 
bags such as those in which ap- 
ples, oranges and other fruit and 
vegetables are sold, and some 
sphagnum moss, which may be 
obtained from florists or gard 
supply stores. 

The best time to take the 
scales from the lily bulbs is 
shortly after the flowers have 
faded. If the plant is dug up 
carefully at this time, a num- 
ber of thick fleshy outer scales 
may be broken away from the 
bulb without doing any harm to 
the plant. The core or heart of 
the bulb is then set back in the 
garden and it will continue its 
normal growth until the end of 
the growing season. Another 
method of obtaining the scales 
is to dig the earth away frem 
around the base of the stem, ex- 
posing the underground stem 
down to the bulb, when the 
scales may be pried loose with- 
out disturbing it. 

These fresh plump scales are 
then placed by separate varie~- 
ties in polythene bags along with 


a couple of handfuls of slightly 
moist shredded sphagnum moss 
and the bags shaken to cover the 
eale with. mo The tops of 
the bags should be folded over 
to exclude the air, and held 
closed by me of paper clip 
ol elastic band.

Hurricanes originate in tropi- 
cal ocean areas and usually 
move from low to higher lati- 
tudes with increasing speed, size 
and intensity. They are’ large, 
revolving storms accompanied 
by destructive winds: heavy rains 
and high waves and tides. En- 
gineers have estimated that sur- 
face wind speeds up to 250 miles 
per hour have occurred within 
a hurricane. 

The damage a hurricane can 
do is frightening. The most re- 
cent example is infamous Carol 
which boiled through the New 
England States early last Sep- 
tember after brushing the North 
Carolina coast. It caused about 
60 fatalities and a loss of over 


$460 million to property and 
crops.

‘The Wicked Bible’ 


A man who spent the last ten 
years of his life in prison left a 
trust fund which saves every 
resident in the Buckinghamshire 
town of Datchet a twopenny 
rate every year. 

He was Robert Barker, printer 
to Queen Elizabeth I, and he 
was responsible for printing the 
first edition of the Authorized 
Version of the Bible in 1611. 

Barker held a monopoly of 
printing Bibles and Prayer 
Books. Twenty years after bring- 
ing out the first Authorized Ver- 
sion, another edition, with his 
name as printer, became known 
as “The Wicked Bible,” the most 
startling of many mistakes in 
which was the omission of one 
word in the seventh command- 


ment to make it read: “Thou 
shalt committ adultery.” 
For this Barker was fined 


£200 by the Star Chamber, but 
failed to pay up, so he went to 
jail where he remained until he 
died ten years later. 

But his trust has prospered. 
Its income has risen from a few 
pounds to £450 a year, nowadays 
mainly used for stfeet lighting 
and church repairs.

While 1 was in England my 
only complaint was that 1 was 
never really warm enough for 
comfort. Since I returned to 
Canada I haven't had any rea- 
son to grumble on that Score! 
For a whole week our thermo- 
meter registered a high of from 
90 to 98. I would gladly have 
changed a little of our Cana- 
dian heat for England's fresh, 
cool , breezes. However, today 
the weather has. been just per- 
fect . may it so continue. 
Now, maybe I shall be able to 
get caught up on the extra work 
that has accumulated during my 
absence, and which I have been 
promising myself I would do 
“just as soon as it gets a little 
cooler.” B 

It seems so strange not to 
have the cows around any more. 
I am hot used to it even yet. 
Of course there is a lot less work 
for Partner, and much less worry 
for me. By now the heat and dry 
dry weather would have meant 
a falling off in milk production, 
and probably a shortage of 


water. As it is there is enough. 


of everything for the young 
cattle — not to mention our one 
dry cow! Partner had every in- 
tention of selling that same cow 
later on but now he thinks per- 
haps he will keep her as she is 
due to freshen in September, 
which means we should have 
milk for the house once again. 
Not haying the cows to worry 
about is one thing, but having 
to buy milk is something else 
again. I never realized until now 
how little milk there is in a 
quart bottle. If Partner and I 
have one good drink there is 
hardly enough left for the cats. 


Now how does this farm milk 
versus dairy milk realy work 
out, I wonder? Just for fun, 
let's. figure it out. 

Supposing we sell the cow, 
maybe for $180. That $180 
would buy us a quart of milk 
every day for twenty-seven 
months, at 22 cents a quart. At 
the end of that time there would 
still be no prospect other than 
to buy more milk. 

But if we keep this cow and 
she produces a calf and there- 
after gives a normal supply of 
milk, then we could have two 
quarts of milk a day for the 
house for at least nine months, 
which at the present retail level 
would be worth $118.80. In ad- 
dition to keeping the house sup- 
plied the cow should — give 
enough milk to raise three veal 
calves, two of which we would 
naturally have to buy. When sold 
the calves should realise ap- 
proximately $50 a piece. At’ the 
end of her lactation period we 
could, if we wanted to, sell this 
same cow on the stock market 
and probably still. get $120 for 
her. So our céw would bring us 
in a total of $388.80 less her 
feed, which for one cow wouldn't 
amount to very much, possibly 
$100 or $150. But since we 
wouldn’t be paying it out in 
hard cash we would hardly be 
likely to miss it. Of course these

pickles and canned of frozen 
vegetables that a garden would 
supply. But for two ... Partner 
says it is hardly worthwhile. 
Maybe he is right but on the 
other hand it is very nice to get 
your vegetables straight from 
the garden .. . beans that are 
crisp and green; peas tender and_/ 
sweet and beets that are pulled 
before they have a chance te 
get “woody”. And of course one’s 
family doesn't always stay at 
two — there are bound to be 
visitors every so often. So i 
always say, never mind whether 
it pays or not, at least let us 
have small garden. So we us- 
ually end up by putting in & 
few vegetables — but here I 
have to admit it is generally 
Partner who does the hoeing! 

Now when it comes to fruit 
we don't do any worrying ~~ 
we just take what nature pro- 
vides on our farm and let it go 
at that. We have early Rich- 
mond cherries that provide 
plenty of competition between 
us and the starlings and robins. 
Our apple trees are old and 
wormy, the early apples are 
plentiful but not very big. Sol 
pick up the windfalls, split 
them in half- cut off the bruised 
part and then cook them, skins 
cores and all. When done they 
go through a rotary colander, 
sugar is added to the pulp — 
and there’s our apple sauce.

French novelist Jules Verne 
had a habit of getting in well 
@head of scientists. His fertile 
imagination was considered far- 
fetched a century or so ago, but 
history has caught up with him 
agein and again. What Verne 
thought of as fiction has come 
to pass and to be accepted as 
part of everyday life. 

His “20,000 Leagues Under the 
Sea” inventions, for instance. 
He created the submarine “Nau- 
tilus”——and to-day we take sub- 
marines as a matter of course. 
He put men under. water in self- 
contained diving-guits which en- 
abled them to walk about with- 
out any.air-pipes from the sur- 
face—and nowadays young men 
by the hundred don frogmen’s 
outfits for the sheer fun of it. 

Walt Disney's film of “20,000 
League Under the Sea” has 
brought the Jules Verne fantasy 
to the screen, now that the fa- 


-mous novelist’s description of 


under-water suits has become 
present-day reality ’ 
True, a suit of the type crea- 


' fed on paper by Verne-was ac~- 


tually invented within a few 
ot the novel's publication 

1870, and the Disney research 
experts managed to trace it. 

It agreed with every detail 
outlined by the novelist, includ- 
ing a diver’s hélmet, a close- 
fitting rubber suit, and an aqua- 
lung. It was hand-made and 
weighed 225 lb., compared with 
the moderh frogman’s outfit of a 
total 40 Ib. 

First demonstrated .in 1879, 
the suit was a revolutionary, but 
not entirely successful, step to- 
wards sea-bed exploration. 
Verne may have used his ima- 
gination to make life under 
water a relatively simple mat- 
ter, but he was certainly not the 
first man to think about the 
subject. ; 

Man has sought to conquer the 
gea-bed for centuries, partly out 
of sheer curiosity, but also for 
more practical reasons. The 
scientific aspect is one. Reclaim- 
ing sunken treasure is another. 

Vast riches were lost along 
the shores of the Mediterranean 
én very early times, and there 
were always men who dreamed 
ef recovering them. 

In fact, the first known refer- 
ence to deep-sea diving goes 
back as far as the first century. 


fhe Latin writer Pliny described 


divers who were equipped with 
air tubes, the free ends of which 
were supported on the- surface 
ef the sea by inflated bladders. 

It was not until the Middle 
Ages that really determined at- 
tempts were made to use div- 
fng-suits to any great degree.

During the siege of Constanti-. 
nople, in 1433, the Turks sought 
means to break the chains that 
closed the mouth of the Golden 
Horn. The only way to do this 
was for men to go beneath the 
water and remain there long 
enough to hew through the 
chains. iS 

So divers were equipped with 
close-fitting leather suits, top~- 
ped by a huge oval headpiece, 
with a pipe leading from the top. 
‘Then, in the early seventeenth 
century, an Englishman named 
Repton invented what he called 
“water armour.” A Dutchman 
named Cornelius van Drebbel 
experimented with the first sub- 
marine, using the Thames for 
his experiments. The “water ar- 
mour” was a failure, and the 
inventor nearly drowned him- 
self, but the submarine met with 
some measure of success. 
Something approaching the 
modern frogman’s outfit was 
invented’ by an_ Italian, G. A. 
Borelli, in 1675. Although un- 


wieldy and uncomfortable to 
wear, it even had web-footed 
boots. 


All sorts of freakish shapes 
and designs have been intro- 
duced at various times, all of 
them extremely hazardous for 
the heroic fellows trying them 
out. Thouch they worked within 
reason, they were not really 
successful. 


One of these extraordinary 
diting-suits . was invented in 
1715 by an Englishman, John 
Lethbridge, of Newton Abbot. 
It looked something like a leath+ 
er sack, with one end larger than 
the other, A glass scuttle en- 
abled the diver. to. see, and it 
was suspended horizontally so 
that he was lying in something 


like a large covered-in seaman’s © 


hammock with a window at the 
bottom. He could only look 
downwards. There were sleeves 
for the wearer's arms, and it 
was inflated with enough air for 
him to breath for a restricted 
time. 

Curiously enough, mankind 
seemed to give up the idea of 
conquering the ocean bed after 
this. It was not until the end 
of the 18th century that any- 
one else had a try, and this time 
it was a man named Kleingert, 
of Breslau, who designed a suit 
of leather jacket and drawers, 
over which was placed a dome- 
shaped cylinder reaching to. the 
hips. Air was pumped down to 
him through pipes attached to 
the cylinder, and the air pres- 
sure prevented water entering 
the suit. Descent was made with - 
the aid of lead weights, and the 
diver merely released these

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How Can I?

Q. How can I remove mildew 
from fabrics? «| 

A. In early stagds remove by 
rubbing into the material’ a 
paste of powdered chalk and 


soapsusis and laying it in th® 


sun. Renew as often as it dries. 
For advanced stages steep the 
article in a weak solution of 
chloride of lime for half an 
hour, and then transfer to a sol- 
ution of 1 ounce hyposulphite 
of soda to a gallon of water to 
check the action of the lime. 
Then rinse in clear water. 

Q. How can I keep the sharp 
edge on knives? , 

A. The sharp carving Knives 
should be kept separated from 
each other. If kept together 
they will lose the sharp edge 
from contact with other blades. 

Q. How can I keep celery 
crisp? * ; Zee 

A. By. wasHing thoroughly and 
keeping in the refrigerator for 
a few hours in a pitcher of cold 
water. Add a_ teaspoonful of 
salt. 

Q. How can I clean ordinary 
window shades? 

A. Rub with wall paper clean- 
stretched tightly on floor or table 
er. Holland shades shojild be 
and tacked down, then scrubbed 
with hot suds and brush. Rinse 
with ‘brush and. warm water. 
Wait until almost dry, then iron. 

Q. How can I remove ink 
stains from fabrics? 

A. By covering the spot with 
a paste made of starch and but- 
termilk. Allow this paste to dry 
and then wash the goods in warm 
water. 

Q. How 
catsup? 

A. All that is necessary is to 
push back the thickened portion 
that congeals around the top. It 
will then pour easily. 

Q. How can I make a good 
ironing board cover? 

A. When a new cover is need- 
ed for the ironing board, make a 
slip of unbleached muslin to fit 
the board, open at both ends. It 
is far better than using a sheet, 
or sewing or tacking it to the 
board. 

Q. How can I prevent a burn- 
ing sensation on the feet 
caused by being too dry and 
harsh-skinned? 

A. A good remedy is to rub 
them thoroughly with olive oil, 
massaging it well into the pores. 

Q. How can I make it easy to 
cut mergingue pie? 

A. Lemon meringue pie will 
not be difficult to cut if the pie 
knife is wet with cold water be- 
fore using. This prevents stick- 
ing.

Clothes Line Gave Clue 
|To Permanent Wa 


In a small village in the Black 
Forest of Germany one summer 
afternoon many years ago a 
small boy sat on his garden step 
watching his mother hurriedly 
collecting the family washing 
off the clothes-line. 

“It’s going to rain, Charles,” 
his mother warned. “You must 
come in.” 


The dreamy little boy sat on. 
The shower came. The hot sun- 
shine followed. Then, to him, a 
remarkable thing happened. 
Watching the hempen clothes- 
line, he saw it gradually tighten 
until it became so taut that it 
eaused the two young trees, to 
which it was tied, to bend over 
towards each other. 


The discovery enchanted him. 
He took a small ladder and let 
down the line. The trees sprang 
back into position and the ‘line 
jumped into a series of kinks 
and curls. 

He told no one about the inci- 
dent. It was not the only thing 
of this kind that he had noticed. 
On the way to school he had 
observed that, around noon, the 
twigs and leaves in the forest 
were straight, but in the early 
morning dew they curled and 
waved. sae 

Eventually, no doubt, these 
discoveries. would have passed 
from his mind, if one afternoon, 
later in the summer, he had hot 
played a game of rounders on the 
village green.-Boys were called 
away for milking, so an urgent 
invitation was sent out for girls 
to take their places. He had 
four sisters, but none, he knew, 
was available. He had to ex- 
plain, rather shame-facedly, that 
they were having their hair put 
into curlers. 

“Pooh, fancy putting their hair 
into curlers!” mocked a little 
girl, whose mass of golden curls 
was the pride of the village. 
“My mummy just holds my head 
in the steam of a kettle and it 
curls right away.” 

Thus was the final link estab- 
lished in young Charles Nessler’s 
theory which led to his great 
invention of permanent waving 
in 1905 — fifty years ago. 

As goon as he could save 
enough money he came to Lon- 
don and took a hairdressing shop 
at 47, Great Portland Street, in 
the West End of London. Few 
hairdressers believed that hair 
could be permanently waved 
and money was hard to get to 
finance his work. He lived by 
working for wigmakers and mak- 
ing artificial eyelashes. 

Hardships followed ~ his first 
experiment. He gave a demon- 
stration to leading London hair- 
dressers and it ended in a near 
riot. The model was injured, 
the machine damaged and Ness- 
ler himself was manhandled. 
Hairdressers were alarmed that 
what they had seen would kill 


Marcel Waving—with specially 
designed irons — upon which 
their living at that time de- 
pended.. 

Like Marcel Grateau, the 


French hairdresser who inven- 
ted this form of hair waving, 
Charles Nessler forgot to patent 
his process of making straight 
hair curly. Had he done so, said 
Mr. JuStice Eve a few years 
later in the courts, his invention 
could never have been copied or 
infringed in any shape or form 
And Nessler might have died 
one of the richest men who had 
ever lived. 

Baffled and enraged by his 
treatment at the hands of London 
hairdressers, he set to work 
improving his machine and offer- 
ing permanent waves to rich 
women at $30 a time. Some of 
his best backroom boys left him 
to develop the invention on their 


ving 


own lines, one of whom was Eu- 
gene Suter, the millionaire own- 
er of Eugene Waving, Another 
was Peter Sartory, who invented 
machineless waving many years 


Sater. 


Then another tragedy overtook 
Charles Nessler. The 1914-1918 
war broke out and as he had 
forgotten to take out naturali- 
zation papers, he was interned. 
But after a brief period, he was 
released and allowed to go to 
the United States. After the war 
his possessions in London, his 
shop and the invention, were 
seized and sold for almost noth- 
ing to the landlord, 

From the other side of the 
Atlantic he -saw his great in- 
vention revolutionizing hair- 
dressing in Britain. From a mere 
handful of iadies’ hairdressing 
salons, thousands of shops opened 
throughout the country and per- 
manent waving gradually be- 
came world-wide with custom- 
ers for it running into millions. 

Today in. Great Britain the 
industry employs some 150,000 
people. In Canada and the Unit- 
ed States it is three times as 
large. There are new some 100 
systems of perm@nent waving 
and all the methods—hot, .ma- 
chineless, tepid and cold, were 
invented here. 

Although Charles Nessler be- 
came wealthy and successful in 
the United States (he died there 
a few years-ago), he never quite 
overcame a sense of being per- 
secuted, the result of his early 
days in London. In his later 
years he became obsessed with 
the fear that humanity was los- 
ing its hair and making his great 
invention worthless. 

He attacked scientists who 
said that baldness was heredi- 
tary and he vigorously denied 
that baldness had anything to 
do with age: 

“If baldness were hereditary,” 
he wrote, “women would be at 
least equally subjected to it as, 
with one or two exceptions, the 
transmission of traits from par- 
ent to child alternates and the 
father’s characteristics are found 


rather in the daughter than in , 


the son.” 

He was tireless in collecting 
statistics about hair. He found 
that the normal adult produced 
four and a half ounces of sair 
annually — and some produced 
up to seven ounces. He studied 
people who lived to be a hun- 
dred and proved that they had 
grown as much as thirty-five 
pounds of hair during their life- 
time. The hair produced from a 
‘single root in the average hu- 
man being during lifetime was 
fifty feet in length. 

Although he was not a@ scien 
tist he derided medical opinion 


when it claimed that baldness 
was the result of irfection 
through disease. He pointed t 
the tramp who is seldom with- 
out luxuriant hair growth. He 


dismissed dieting as a means for 
safeguarding the health of the 
hair, 

“Hair,” he wrote, “is the phys- 
ical expression of that inner 
urge in all of us to self-protec- 
tion and mankind is unconscious- 
ly losing this urge as it makes 
life safer, more assured and 
more organized.” 

Baldness was the result of the 
failure of hair to reproduce it- 
self and this was due to a break 
down in the body's hair-making 
machinery. ? 

“The hair gives the first indi- 
cation of bad health in the ma- 


jority of cases, if we would only 
watch for it, A healthy person 
always has good hair, even 
though athletes often go bald, 
but athletes are strong often 


without being healthy,” he con- 
tended, 
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caused two cars to collide at @ 
busy intersection in Johannes- 
burg the other day?

Jessie McLeod, who was on her 
way to the city centre to visit 
her sister-in-law, Mrs. Rose Mc-

the sister-in-law she'd been on 
her way to see! 

A few years ago, a New Zea- 
land woman, Mrs. Thomas Askew, 
of Dunedin, arrived in Hamburg 
to search for her son. He had 
been reported “missing” three 
years previously, in 1944, after 
his ‘plane was shot down over 
Germany. : 

Mrs. Askew spent four fruit- 
less months scouring German 
records for any trace of her son. 
Then she came across a vital 
entry in a hospital record at Dort- 
mund. 

It related to a New Zealand 
pilot, name unknow7, who was 
admitted to the hospital with 
serious injuries after being shot 
down while on a raid. The final 
note read: “Discharged to mili- 
tary police,” followed by the date. 

With the help of police offi- 


_fials, Mrs. Askew traced her son 
to three different coricentration 


camps. The last one in which 


he had been was captured by the . 


American forces and all the 
prisoners had been freed. 

Convinced that he was alive, 
she enlisted the aid of the Ameri- 
can Army of Liberation and was 
given no fewer than nineteen 
cases of Australian, British and 
New Zealand airmen who had 
been released but whose identi- 
ties were unknown because they 
were suffering from lapses of 
memory. 

Still determined to find her 
lost boy, Mrs. Askew came to 
Britain, But her son had not been 
admitted to any hospitals here; 
nor had he been taken to Am- 
erica. She then discovered from 
the War Office that the Anzac 
men had been shipped back to 
their native land. She set out 
at once for Australia. 

Another two months elapsed 
during which seven men suffer- 
ing from loss of memory were 
traced. But there was still no sign 
of Mrs. Askew’s son, Dennis, 
aged twenty-six; and his mother 
finally had to return to her 
home in New Zealand. 

As she stepped into the house 
she saw some letters that had 
been delivered during her 
lengthy absence. One of them 
had been airmailed from Sydney 
a few hours after her departure. 

As soon as she’d read_it she 
ran for the telephone to call a 
taxi. “Dear Madam,” it said, 
“We have béen able to trace a 
man whose description fits that 
of your son. This man’s identity 
is totally unknown, but he is be- 
lieved to be either Australian 
or a New Zealander and is at 
present in Government employ 
in Canberra.” 

Three days later a ’plane with 
Mrs. Askew on board -touched 
down at the Australian capital, 
and within a few minutes Mrs. 
Askew, weeping bitterly, swept 
an embarrassed young man into 
her arms. She had found her 
son! He still had no idea of who 
he was, but now, safely back 
home, he has recovered after a 
series of operations. 

Even more dramatic was a 
search that took just over five 
years. Here truly Fate took a 
hand in the matter. A young 
American infantryman was be- 
lieved to have been killed in 
action in the first world war; 
but there was no trace of his 
body. By December, 1920, his 
father, Lorne S, Aberman, de- 
cided to go in search of his son's 
body.

Mr. Aberman declared, “his dog 
will.”

In a remote French village he f 


learned that there were some 
“strange” Frenchmen in the dis- 
trict, derelicts of the war who 
had lost all trace of time and 
place and their own identities. 

The searching father. went 
from man to man and found that 
mostly they were Belgians or 
Germans. Then, in Alsace-Lor 
raine, in a small village, the dog 
gave a sudden, eager bark one 
morning. 

Jerking himself free from the 
leash, he darted through a crowd 
of people and jumped up excit- 
edly at a man with a badly dis- 
figured face. Ht was blind in one 
eye, one leg had been amputated 
below the knee and four fingers 
had been lost from one hand. 

But the dog knew his master! 

The whole tragic story was 
then revealed. The young man, 
hideously scarred by the war, did 
not. want to return’ home but 
settled in a community where 
many men were just as badly 
scarred as he was and where 
he would not be subjected to the 
curious stares of strangers. * 

Surgical treatment soon restor- 
ed young Aberman to a semb- 
lance of what he had been. And 
when his faithful pal died in 1933 
a grave was made-for him and a 
simple tombstone erected to com- 
memorate the Alsatian who had 
found his master.

Some idea of how grim the 
situation is in the United ‘States 
is to be had from the following 
extracts from American publi- 
cations:— 

THE POTATO WORLD 


The 1955 potato crop is fore- 
‘cast at 400,335,000 bushels — 
12 percent above the 1954 re- 
vised production of 356,031,000 
bushels and less than one “per- 
cent below the 10-year average 
of 401,146,000 bushels. 

(The revision of the previous 
year’s crop, which is usually 
made in the following December, 
was made for this report.) The 
revised production of 1954 dif- 
fers less than one million bush- 
es from the preliminary esti- 
mate published in December 
1954. The prospective 1955 crop 
is the largest crop since 1950 
when 429,896,0000 bushels were 
produced. 

The indicated production of 
400 million bushels stunned 
everybody. Guesses on the July 
Production Estimate were gen- 
erally 375 to 385 million bushels, 
but nobody expected a produc- 
tion of 400 million. Everybody 
was stunned to say the least. It

immediate affect on the market 
as everyone felt that the pro- 
duction is so large that it’s 
simply a hopeless cause.

Last year, we produced 355 
million. bushels and ‘even that 
crop was too large in spite of 
the fact that Maine potatoes, due 
to weather conditions, showed 
such an unusually large cull-out. 
The old potato deal was headed 
for a poor wind-up when di- 
saster hit Alabama the last few 
days in March. Wiping out of 
the Alabama crop with serious 
damage to some of the other 
states bordering the Gulf wiped 
out a lot of May potatoes so that 
old potatoes made an immediate 
about-face and had a strong 
wind-up. It was a disaster in 
the South that brought about a 
strong wind-up to old potatoes 
last year when we only pro- 
duced 355 million.

The potato industry is in 
trouble — 50 million bushels of 
trouble to say the least this year, 
possible more if growing con- 
ditions continue at the pros- 
pective rate. 

A brief, cool look-see at the 
crop and merchandising outlook 
may halt hysteria from many 
quarters, and provide a gather- 
ing ground whereby this dismal 
situation may be remedied. 

The big offenders in the over- 
production of potatoes this year 
are the eight major late states. 
They exceeded the recommend- 
ed goals of USDA, but the big- 
gest offender was the weather, 
which provided perfect tcondi- 
tions up to this time to boost 
yields to a point where the ex- 
pansion of acreage has been ex- 
aggerated.

Fitst ‘crops are gathered when 
the trees aré fifteen to twenty 
years old. After that crops are 
taken every eight or ten years, 
the cork’s quality. improving 
wtih the age of the tree. 
Harvesting requires skill and 
dexterity for if the inner bark 
is damaged a tree may die. A 
mature tree will yield up to 
150 lb. of cork at each stripping. 
Some years ago a London firm 
of cork importers was asked to 
provide a cork wall for use in & 
film.

Fast Punishment 


In olden days in Britain ex- 
ecutions followed judgment with 
terrifying speed. - Directly fol- 
lowing the fatal words ... “That 
you be taken hence. . ” the 
condemned man was taken out 
and hanged, after being granted 
a few minutes to prepare his 
soul. 

That is the origin of the ex- 
pression “short shrift.” A priest 
was always at hand to shrive 
him, that is, to give him the 
last rites and help him on his 
journey. 

The custom still persists in 
that a chaplain is always in court 
when sentence of death is given, 
to add “Amen” to the judge's 
prayer — “May the Lord have 
mercy on your soul.” 

Nowadays a man is rarely 
sentenced to death without a 
trial which has lasted two or 
three days. Yet not so long ago, 
jn 1925, at the Manchester As- 
sizes, a murder trial lasted lit- 
tle more than fotr minutes 
when a plea of guilty was ag- 
cepted from a young man 
charged with the murder of a 
woman at Stretford. The accused 
was condemned and, after three 
Sundays had passed, he was 
hanged. = 

As a rule the judge will re- 
fuse to accept a plea of guilty in 
a murder charge and will order 


one of the shortest cases in the 
record of the Old Bailey took 
place in 1935, when James Vent 
pleaded guilty to the murder of 
a woman by cutting her throat 
in Camberwell. 

The accused, smiling broadly, 
answered “Guilty” in a@ loud 
voice when called upon to plead, 
and waited uncdncernedly with 
his hands in his pockets while 
the judge made inquiries as to 
his mental state—and then asked 
Vent’s counsel to take him out- 
side the court and make sure 
that he understood what he was 
pleading to. Upon hig return he 
persisted in his plea. The judge, 
having heard medical evidence 
to the effect that the man was 
sane, had no alternative but to 
proceed to sentence,

But i 
Nehemiah refused to fall inte 
their trap.

mendously impressed by the 
thirty-one novels § he wrote. 
Their subject-matter ranged 


from disembodied souls to ab- 
sinthe addicts in the Parisian 
underworld, and her imagination 


was-so powerful that everything © 


she touched was charged with 
rich emotion. 

Is it any wonder her world 
sales could be reckoned in tens 
of millions, and her earnings 
£10,000 for each book? 

But behind this astonishing 
success story lay years of grind. 
ing slavery for the sake of two 
worthless men. One was Marie’s 
philandering father, Doctor Mac- 
kay; and the other his rascally 
son Eric. 

As sogn_as these jackals real- 
ized what a money-spinner they 
had in the young Marie they 
allowed her to support them in 
idleness ‘for the rest of -their 
days + 

Eric was a particularly nasty 
specimen; fat, flabby and lazy, 
he had been a sponger all his 
life. Blind to his vices, his step- 
sister financed his shady affairs, 
and permitted him to escort her 
to the various social functions 
she attended. 

On these occasions Eric dis- 
played such devotion towards 
her that tongues began to wag. 
It was whispered they were 
lovers and even secretly mar- 
ried, When, later, Eric showed 
his true colours by boasting that 
it was really he whd had written 
all Marie’s books, she did at last 
turn against him.

“Out 
of small things what wonders 
arise!’ he exclaimed admiringly. 


This was followed bya lunch- 
eon in which Marie was intro- 
duced to “my 50n, George, who 
is well acquainted with your 
books.” 

When, eventually, the deaths 
of the two Mackays relieved her 
of much responsibility Marie 
moved to Stratford-on-Avon. 
Here she became so great a leg- 
end that more people went to 
stare at her house( with its cas- 
cading window-boxes, than to 
Shakespeare’s birthplace. 

Coloured postcards of her were 
on sale in all the shops, and one 
tourist was overheard to boast 
that she had seen “Shakespeare's 
daughter”! 

But Marie was no heroine to 
the townsfolk. She threw her 
weight about too much and was 
not above telling the shopkeep- 
ers how to arrange their goods. 
She drove around in a tiny car- 
riage drawn by Shetland ponies, 
with a footman perched up be- 
hind, and even bought a gondola 


to glide upon the Avon with a | 


gondolier specially imported 
from Venice. 

To hit the headlines was ever 
Marie’s aim, and she went to 
great lengths to keep her name 
before the public. “Nothing suc- 
ceeds like excess” was her motto 
and she kept inventing more 
fables to keep the interest from 
flagging. 

She refused to be photo- 
graphed, and all likenesses of her 
had to be faked. She announced 
that she belonged to a secret re- 
ligious sect not allowed to wor- 
ship in church and that she 
could speak Hebrew fluently. 
There was no truth in either 
statement. 

But so well did her self-adver- 
tising work that if she visited 
the Memorial Theatre the audi. 
ence rose to its feet as though

At her request Sir Thomas 
sent her quantities of sugar for 
jam-making and the incident was 
reported to the police. The re- 
sult appeared in prominent head. 
lines: MARIE CORELLI CON- 
VICTED OF FOOD HOARDING. 
She was fined £50 with twenty 
guineas costs. 

When Marie Corelli was fifty- 
one she fell in love with a well- 
known artist who was already 
married. For her it was 4 deeply 
emotional affair, but to him no 
more than a passing flirtation 
She was blissfully happy until he 
dropped her like a hot coal. 
Then she poured out her soul 
into her private journal. This 
was published, after her death, 
under the title: “Open Confes- 
To a Man frem 

During this affair she was 
startled one night by shots in 
her garden. A young man was 
arrested, the smoking revolver 
still in his hand. He had fired 
through the window of Marie’s 
music-room _*“only to see Miss 
Corelli and bring her out to 
speak to me.” He was found 
insane, and Marie sent his mother 
a generous cheque. 

In January, 1924, Marie Cor- 
elli had a heart attack and, for 
four months, sat propped in & 
chair.

Costs of operation are com 
prised ot fixed expenses and vari- 
able expefses. The fixed ex 
penses are made of depreciation 
interest and housing, which are 
charged annually at 10 per cent, 
2% per cent and % per cent, of 
the original cost of the tractor. 
Variablé expenses are comprised 
of charges for fuel and oil. ser 
vicing, repair parts and repair 
labour. These variable costs can 
be kept to a minimum by provid 
ing tractors with regular main 


tenance prescribed “by | the 
manufacturer. A few minutes 
daily attention can 


avoid many 
costly repair bills, particularly 
as the. tractor gets older 

. 2 * 

However, even a well cared 
for tractor cannot be operated 
ecdnomically unless it is put to 
full use on the farm. To illus- 
trate this point, a 3-4 plow trac 
tor was used for 973 hours in 1952 
at an average cost of 90 cents per 
hour. In comparison, a 2 plow 
tractor was operated for only 
342 hours in 1953 at a cost of 97 
cents per hour, With the limiféd 
use obtained from the small trac- 
tor, the costs of depreciation,

It has be@n demonstrated by re- 
search workers that strains of 
Birds differ in egg quality fac- 
tors such as albumen quality or 
thick white, shell strength and 
freedom from blood spots. 


Breeding has been found to be- 


effective in improving these 
traits, particularly the first two 
However, work at the Central 
Experimental Farm has shown 
that there is a negative genetic 


correlation between the number - 


of eggs laid by a hen and their 
albumen quality. This means 
that a breeder could not select 
for high albumen quality In his 
strain of birds without causing 
‘some decrease in the average Cfe 
production level. A strain 1s 
recognized mainly by its ege pro: 
ducing ability rather than by its 
inherent egg quality. Sinc much 
work is yet to be done in im 
provement of eg¢ production, 
the average breeder cannot af- 
ford to place much emphasis on 
selection for albumen quality, 
unless it is at a low level in his 
strain. However, if the strain, 1s 
characterized by a high incidence 
of inclusions such as- blood spots, 
improvement by selection or 
other breeding methods would 
be important. since eggs with 
blood spots are an almost com 
piete economic loss. 
- 
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The most important individua! 


is the egg producer. It is well 
recognized .by. now that egg 


quality deteriorates very rapid- 
ly if eggs are not cooled soon, af- 
ter laying and held in a temper- 
ature of 55 to 60 degrees F. Hu- 
midity of the egg room’ is also 
important, a relative humidity of 
65 per cent being considered 
adequate. The producer has the 
responsibility of this and of all 
the other safeguards to quality, 
such as producing clean eggs, el- 
iminating eggs with cracked 
shells an delivering his product, 
at intervals of 3 to 5 days, to the 
grading station. The premium 


which he is paid reflects his 

ability to do this. 4

The grading station operator 


plays an important role in the 
production of quality eggs. Un- 
der his supervision the eggs are 
carefully candled, graded, and 
etored in a suitable environment. 
If this is not .done, the eggs 
which are handled by. the “grad- 
ing stations will not conform as 
closely as they should to the 
quality that was assigned to them 
in the grading operation.

The retailer is the final link 
in the chain. His responsibility ts 
at least-as great as that of the 
others, since the reaction of the 
consumer. favorable or otherwise, 
is largely associated with impres- 
sions formed in the retail store. 
If a storekeeper is selling eges 
according to a specified grade, 
but is not maintaining the hold- 
ing conditions necessary to pre- 
serve their quality, he is actually 
selling a product of inferior 
quality to that attributed to it by 
the label and the price. Thus, he 
is largely wasting the efforts of 
tho ad who were involved before 
him

Great artists often possess an 
impish streak of humour which 
sitters who commission them to 
paint a portrait dread—and not 
without reason. 

JoHann Zoffany, famous artist 
of the time of George III and 
the gay Regency times, who left 
the world such masterpieces as 
“The Water Cress Girl” and 
“The Cockfight,’ nearly paid 
for his fun with his head when 
he painted a clever caricature 
portrait of the powerful Indian 
prince, Nawab Asoph ud Doulah. 

The Nawab, generous. but 
tiery-tempered, with power of 
life and death over his subjects 
in the Lucknow province of In- 
dia,-was a dangerous man to of- 
fend. His luckless barber who 
drew blood while clipping the 
princely hair was sentenced to 
death—by slow baking in an 
oven! 

Only the intervention of 
“Sporting” Colonel Mordaunt, 
dandy, duellist and trusted 
friend and aide-de-camp to the 
Nawab, saved the terrified bar- 
ber.

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Why the swirling winds leave 
their traditional pats toward 
the Deep South and Gulf Coast 
is a caprice hurricanes that 
escapes precise explanation 
What is known, though, about 
hurricanes is this: 

Those that occasionally visit 
the United States form in two 
major’ regions, the southeastern 
part of the North Atlantic, south 
of and near the Cape Verde I:- 
fands, and the Caribbean Sea 
and Gulf of Mexico. The averaz: 
one lives nine days, though in 
August some have teen known 
to last 12 

The hurricane’: Core, 
or eye, is from five to 20 miles 
across. The area of destructive 
winds along the path of the hur- 
ricane may be from 25 to 500 
miles wide, with winds of more 
than 150 miles an hour and gusts 
of even higher speeds. 

The storm may move forward 
slowly and somietimes—as did 
Hurricane Connie—stay still for 
a short time. In the tropics — 
where many a hurricane dies 
unobserved — the speed forward 
is usually ag. miles. an hur or 
less. * 

As the stérm moves north- 
ward, the speed may increasd 
to 50 miles an hotr of more. 
“The hurricane’s cause is a con- 
siderably more complex matter 
than its appearance. Meteocrolo- 
gists like to explain as much 
as they know about it in terms 
ef convergences and divergen- 
ces. 

What this amounts to is that 
intersections of wind and air, 
pressures bring about a drain- 
ing of air from areas aloft, creat- 
ing a fall of pressure in the 
column immediately beneath. 

Warm moist air from the sur- 
face rushes toward the low-pres- 


cloudless 


~ gure ‘area, and the effects of the 


earth’s rotation and converging 
winds create the whirling mass 
that forms the outer rim of the 
doughnut-like storm 
Apparently we are having 
more numerous and more costly 
hurricanes. One and a half times 
as many storms are spotted each 
year now as at the turn of the 
century, though the total of 21 


observed in 1933 has not been 
topped in recent years.

were three in 1954. 

Moreaver, while property 
damage last year topped by 


$500,000,000 the old 1938 record 
loss of $300,000,000, the resulting 
loss of life has dropped. The fury 
of the hurricanes last year 
brought death to an estimated 
200,cormpared with 6,000 deaths 
in Galveston in 1900 and 1,800 


deaths in Florid, in 1928. 

The fact that more electron 
eyes have been hunting down 
hufricanes explains in part why 
more aye observed. 


Moreover, an improved warn- 
ing system is.an important rea- 
son why the number of deaths 
decreased in recent years. 

And in explaining the increase 
in property damage, officials 
point to the unexpected shift in 
the storms, at least last year, to 
industrialized areas of the north- 
east states and Ontario, writes 
Aivin Shuster in The New York 


Times Service. 
‘This shift has led some €x-~- 


perts to theorize that possibly a 
new pattern in hurricanes 1s 
shaping up. 

Under the old pattern the hur- 
ricane, as it started up the At- 
lantic coast, encountered the 
prevailing westerlies moving 
across the United States from 
west to east. These winds tended 
to push the hurricane out into 
the Atlantic. The coastal areas 
were spared. 


In recent years, though, me- 
teorogists have noted a pileup 
of air — a high-pressure area, 
they call it — in the Atlantic 
off Maine and Newfoundland. 
This area, they think, may be 
eting as a hurricane roadblock, 
deflecting storms from their 
former course and sending them 
inland over the United States. 


From past experience, mete6r- 
ologists figure that only five or 
10 hurricanes a century would 
be expected to hit New England. 

Yet last year alone two of 
them — Carol and Edna — 
pounded the six-state region. A 
third, Hazel, went west of New 
England and on up to Canada 
in a remarkable display of in- 
dependence. 

No one knows when the area 
of high pressure is expected to 
leave its present home. Some 
guess it may be just about ready 
to fold up its clouds and silently 
steal away. 

As long as it remains, though, 
there is the possibility of more 
extraordinary hurricanes for the 
Middle Atlantic and New Eng- 
land coastal areas. 

There have been no ideas ad- 
vanced on how to get this unin- 
vited neighbor to move. But 
there have been some ideas on 
how to minimize the effects of 
the hurricanés. 

One proposal .for trying, to 
switch the tracks on a fast-mov- 
ing swirling air mass involves 
oil Saturation of the ocean be- 
neath it. 

Hurricanes die when they 
travel over land, partly because 
the landscape hinders the free 
flow of winds. The oil slick 
would be a kind of false land- 
scape, intended to slow up some 
of the air currents that may be 
influential in deciding the hur- 
ricane’s forward movement. 

Another idea involves an ef- 
fort to dissipate the hurricane’s 
rain-carrying clouds, thus rob- 
bing it of the moisture needed 
to keep the storm going. 

Planes would fly aloft and 
bombard the storm with dry 
ice and more dry ice in an ef- 
fort to prevent rain,

At the Ontario Stock Yards, 
Toronto, a new method of re- 
ceiving bids in the calf pen was 
tried recently for the first time 
on the North American contin- 
ent. Patterned after the Dutch 
method of selling live stock, the 
system employs a large electri- 
cal dial, nine feet high by three 
feet wide. The upper section of 
the mechanism uses lights to 
show the dollar price. A centre 
turning hand ticks off the cents 
in five cent graduations.

And Varied Uses

fhe fragile heroines of old, 
reputed to have fainted at the 
slightest provocation, Were fre- 
quently brought around with a 
whiff of .“smelling salts” < 
sometimes called spirits of am- 
monia. 

However, one doesn’t have to 
be in the habit of swooning to 
recognize the pungent odor of 
ammonia, since it'is one of the 
most common chemicals that we 
know. In fact, amonia alone or 
in its several, compound forms, 
affects almost everything we 
use. 

Ammonia is by no means a 
modern discovery. In the middie 
ages it was obtained by distilling 
the horns and hoofs of stags — 
hence its ancient name of 
“hartshorn”. Today, ammonia is 
mostly synthetic and is usually 
made from natural gas or fuel 
oil. 

100,000 tons of ammonia are 
produced to Cana each year, 
to be used in rasa that range 
from wood pulp to perfume. 
Housewifes keep liquid “house- 
hold). ammonia” on hand as a 
cleaning agent, while industries 
use this same chemical in large 
refrigeration systems. Other in- 
dustrial uses. are in the making 
of oil, petroleum, explosives, 
textiles and dyes. 

However, it is in agriculture 
that ammonia has its most im- 
portant use. It is a major com- 
ponent of many agricultural fer- 
tilizers and is often applied 
directly to the soil. We owe more 
than we realize to this versatile 
chemical that helps produce 
much of the food we eat

“T've lost my fob, Mr Mack.”

Shortly after midnight Connie 
Mack was awakened by the tele- 
phone.

While his team mates 
were batting, he heard the clang 
of fire engines just outside the 
park. Fires always fascinated 
the Rube. So he slipped out of 
the park quietly, chased the en- 
gines for about ten blocks and 
saw the fire. 

It was nearly ‘dusk when the 
fire was brought under control: 
Then, and only then, Rube Wad- 
dell. reminded himself of the 
game he was pitching and hur- 
ried back to the ball park. He 
rushed back to the field, but the 
game was over and all the 
players and fans as well had long 
since gone home. 

Pittsurgh traded the Rube 
away. He landed eventually 
with Connie Mack and the Ath- 
letics. Connie spent a fortune 
on detectives to locate his wan- 
dering pitching ace who, from 
time to time, disappeared from 
the club for days and weeks at 
a time. Once, after having been 
AWOL for two wéeks, Rube re- 
ported back to the club and acted 
as though nothing had happened.

Waste Not, 
Want Not 


Have you a gold mine in your 
basement or attic? When it 
comes time for a general clean- 
up you may find tat you have.

Old furniture often contains 
wood of an’ unusually good 
quality, even though hidden un- 
der several layers of paint. A 
liquid remover and a piece of 
sandpaper, then a new coat of 
paint or varnish will work won- 
ders with a forgotten piece of 
furniture. Who knows? Your 
“sold mine” may produce a val- 
uable collector's item. 


Treat Paint Brush 
With Respect 


It’s quite true that “you get 
what you pay \for” and buying 
cheap paint brushes is not ¢co- 
nomical. The bristles will sdéon 
fall out. and the finished paint 
job will look anything but pro- 
fessional. 


A good paint brush will last 
indefinitely of you give it pro- 
per care. This consists of care~- 
ful cleaning. and storing after 
every paint job 

To clean brushes of enamel, 
house paint or oil-base patnt, 
wish in turpentine until all 
loose paint is removed. Then 

ash in warm water and soap, 
wrap in several thicknesses of 
paper and put away Brushes or 
rollers used with  latex-base 
paint are merely washed with 
warm water and soap. 

During an extended job, brush- 
es can be suspended in linseed 
oil between painting sé€ss1ons. 
The brush should never touch 
the bottom of the container 0! 
the bristles will become bent. 

Even brushes that have be- 
come hardened with old paint 


will respond to treatment. How- 
ever, these may require souking 
in a stronger solvent like paint

Cut Off Own Toe 
To Claim Insurance 


Making money quickly has 
been one of man’s ambitions 
for centuries. Many and varied 
are the methods used. 

One man deliberately cut his 
big toe in order to claim com- 
pensation from ~an insurance 
company. The man, Felix Koel- 
lier, a German, then forged a 


statement saying he had been. 


run over by a trolley. In due 
course his toe was amputated 
and he was awarded $9,000 for 
the “loss” of his toe. 

Koellier did not stop at that. 
He later injured one of his eyes, 
and this time was awarded 
$90,000. 

His accidents became so fre- 
quent that the insurance people 
became suspicious and police 
were called in. His wunfor- 
tunate “accidents” were inves- 
tigated and the whole business 
came to light. He was arrested 
and sentenced to four years’ im- 
prisonment. 

Swindling insurance compan- 
ies has been a favourite occupa- 
tion of crooks for a long time 
and to cope with frauds the 
companies formed their own 
detective branches. These suc- 
ceeded in’ checking many false 
claims, but at one time it was 
estimated that-for every case 
they exposed ten went unde- 
tected. 

One man, told that he was 
dying, got a friend to imper- 
sonate him at a medical exam- 
ination. The dying man then 
insured himself and six months 
later died. When his family 
claimed death benefits it came 
to light that he had been. dying 
at the time he was insured, The 
company, after investigating the 
case, contested the claim in 
court and the whole plot was 
revealed. 


These Cockroaches 
Were Valuable 


Cockroaches are universally re- 
garded as pests fit only for ex- 
termination, but one which re- 


cently invaded the studio of a. 


woman artist in Chicago has be- 
come famous all over the United 
States.

With her recipe 
Mrs. Elsie G. Howe, Ottawa, 
Canada, writes: “Recently an 
English friend from London did 
a repair job in our home for 
me and when 
could do ia return, replied, 
‘Make me sore parkin.’ I tried 
several recipes, but none came 
up to my memories of parkin, 
so 1 wrote to Lancashire cous- 
ins and asked them to send me 
a family recipe. I have used it 
several times — and my English 
friend seems to approve! 

“I have always been under 
the impression that parkin is 
traditionally Lancashire,” con- 
+inues Mrs. Howe. “A quiz ar- 
ticle in a recent English maga- 
zine seems to confirm this, for 
in answers giving the tradition- 
al food for various counties, 
parkin was the answer for Lan- 
cashire. It was described as a8 
gingerbread made wtih oatmeal. 
I suggest that for baking park- 
in, you line a tin or glass bak- 
ing dish with heavy brown 
paper — and don’t overbake. 
Use an 11% x 9 x 2-inch baking 
dish.” 

Mrs. Howe's Parkin 

1%4 pound flour (1% cups) 

4 pound medium oatmeal 


for parkin, 


(1% cups) 

14 pound brown sugar’ (% 
eup) 

2 ounces butter (6 table- 
spoons)

On one occasion the Queen 
went up by sea, the royal yacht 
had to be towed and the Queen 
was sick all the way! 

It’s a good many years since 


’ Edward VII, as Prince of Wales, 


inaugurated modern-style royal 
travel by visiting Canada and 
the United States. In order not 
to offend republican America, he 
travelled incognito as Baron 
Renfrew. Even then, so many 
ardent republicans wanted to 
grab the royal topper as a sou- 
venir that the Prince actually 
lost and had to replace forty 
top-hats. 

A generation later George Vv 
as a youngster cruised the world 
in the Bacchante, The ship was 
a 4,000-ton corvette but states- 
men were so anxious for royal 
safety that the captain first had 
to cruise the ocean in search 
of a storm to discover whether 
the vessel would capsize. 

All was well, but when the 
Bacchante was 400 miles from 
Australia she ran into rough 
weather that tore the rudder 
sideways. The steering gear re- 
fused to function and the ship 
began drifting in a hurricane 
towards the Antarctic. 

For three anxious days and 
nights the skipper had no sleep 

. . until he was at last able 
to‘efect repairs and turn the 
vessel northwards. 

By comparison, perhaps the 
worst nautical experience of 
our own Queen was when she 
last left Canada in the teeth of 
a Newfoundland gale. The light- 
er conveying her to the waiting 
destroyer almost: stood on end. 
Almost everybody aboard was 
sick—-except the Queen. 

Though she used to dislike the 
sea, she swung aboard the de- 
stroyer saying, “I’m famished. 
I'd like to eat right away!” 

As comparatively recently as 
1939, the visit of King George 
VI and his Queen to Washing- 
ton caused an extraordinary

“There's worse troubles in the 
States.” When we hear of Penn- 
sylvania and four of the other 
States devastated by such. ter- 
rible “ floods, we immediately 
think how little we have to 
grumble about.

About “Pricilla’”’ 


The Lovable Goose 


Millions who watch the ‘Ed 
Sullivan television show were 
amazed at the lifelike actions of 
“priscilla” the goose that acted 
as a “stooge” for Max Bygrave, 
the English comedian. Writing 
in “Answers” Jack Kenrick 
tells about Priscilla’s “insides” 
__ better known to his friends 
as Harry Cranley.

Priscilla is certainly uncan- 
nily realistic, and it is 
nowledged in the theatre world 
that Harry Cranley has no rival 
within miles of him. 

Although he makes all types 
of animals for other perform- 
ers, Harry sticks to the goose 
for himself. He has done it for 
fourteen years now, and he has 
really got it down to a fine art. 

“You can get more out of a 
goose than any other animal,” 
he. told me. “Horses, donkeys, 
and others of that ilk are ex- 


cellent for . comedy, but the 
goose is the most expressive 
and human of them all.” 
Harry, five feet,. six and a 
half inches tall, is the tallest 
animal manipulator in the 
business, and Priscilla, of 


course, is tailor-made to fit him. 
But it is an acutely uncomfort- 
able affair, all the same. Harry 
is dotibled down to three feet 
all the time he is inside the 
skin, and it is sweltering hot. 
His line of vision is less than 
two and a half feet, and it is 
almost impossible for him to see 
where he is going on the stage. 

He has to fee] his way about, 
but he also has a pretty good 
mental picture of the stage set- 
ting. He never rehearses in the 
costume, and can_ therefore 
memorise his way about, 

But things: do go wrong, of 
course, When appearing in Man- 
chester one year, he was chas- 
ing the Squire up a rostrum, 
and when turning round to 
make his return he mistdok his 
footing. Plunging over three 
feet, he crashed into ~a lamp 
and hurt himself so badly that 
he was covered with blood. 

The children in the audience 


cried out when they saw him 
fall, but, of course, they 
couldn't see the blood, Harry 
carried on in acute agony, but 
he had to be put on his feet 
first. 

“When 1 do fal! over,” he ex- 


plained, “I can’t possibly get up 
on my own. Whoever’s on the 
stage with me has to help me 
up again, Most actors, of course, 
react quickly. 

Harry's most embarrassing ex- 


perience was when he and one 


or two other members of the 
cast went out of the theatre 
during the interval while play- 
ing at Luton. They misjudged 
the time, and Harry was almost 
due on the stage when they got 
back 

He broke all records in mak- 
ing the change( and he always 
has to remove his street clothes 
first because he works only in 
a singlet and trunks), He wad- 
dled on to the stage in the nick 
of time, and then suddenly real- 
ised that he had forgotten to put 
the webbed feet on. Priscilla 
was complete except that a pair 
of very human-looking socks 
stuck out! 

“It meant,” Harry says, “that 
1 had to crouch down very low 
all the time, so that I could hide 
the feet from the audience. I 
thought my back was going to 


break before the scene Was 
over’ 

It often feels to him, even 
after fourteen years of the 


ack-. 


work, as though his back is 
going to break. That is the worst 
part of his job. Apart from that, 
and the heat, Harry loves it. 

“In fact,” he assures me. a) 
almost forget thar I am a hu- 
man being once I get On the 
stage. I seem to take over Pris- 
cilla’s personality completely. 4 
think and feel just as if I were 
the goose herself, and, believe 
me, when she is crying, I really 
am crying underneath the skin.” 

He has six strings to mani- 
pulate when he is’ on the stage. 
Two of them are for the eyes, 
two are for the wings, one is 
for the tail, and one is for the 
beak. Remembering which ones 
to pull at the right time called 
for a lot of concentration at first, 
but Harry manipulates: them in- 
stinctively by now. 

Priscilla talks, and Harry has 
developed a special goose yoice 
of his own. It’s something of a 
combination of its own voice 
and Donald Duck’s. More than 
once, as a matter of fact, he has 
been referred to as being in the 
same class as Donald. . 

Harry inherited thi animal] 
impersonation act from his fa- 


_ ther, who donned various ani- 


mal ‘skins for pantomines for 
almost half a century. Harry 
himself began on the stage as a 
straight comedian, but he help- 
ed his father to make the ani- 
mal skins, and gradually be- 
camé so interested that he 
eventually took over the Pris- 
cilla guise. 

Now he is so closely asso- 
ciated with the goose that he is 
booked up for years ahead. Next 
Christmas season, for instance, 
he will be at Coventry, and the 
following year he will be at 
Manchester. And negotiations 
are already in hand for his 1958- 
59 season, which will probably 
be at Dudley. 

He does occasional other work 
during the summer (he has a 
small acting part as well as the 
Priscilla role in “Charley 
Moon,” for instance), but he 
finds that his time is fully oc- 
cupied with making skins for 
other performers. 

And Priscilla has to be re- 
made every year. The actual 
frame lasts about five or six 
years, but every summer it has 
to be covered with new material 
and fresh feathers. 

They are genuine goose feath- 
ers, too. Cleaned and bleached, 
every one is sewn on by hand. 
They overlap to a depth of four 
to five inches, and, in all, 3 Ib. 
of ‘feathers are used. 

Harry. has never worked out 
exactly how long the job takes. 
He completes it over a space of 
three or four months, and it’s 
a labour of love as much as any- 
thing else. 


And Harry, of course, has 4 
nickname, He is known to 
everyone, including his own 


family (he has a son and daugh- 
ter), as “Goosie.”

It was quite a job evicting the 
old gent, who'd spent all his 
money retrieving the instru- 
ments from storage <and had 
none to pay for removing them. 
Neither had Neyroud, so the 
ground floor was inoperative {or 
two (months. 

Eventually transferring . his 
playthings to a new museum in 
lsong Island City, he left Ney- 
roud as a memento a French 
horn he didn’t need. “I haff no 
more devind to blow him,” he 
explained. 

It was used to play the “Wed- 
ding March” — rousing indig- 
nant complaint from a young 
man upstairs who was sleeping 
off a hangover — when a mid- 
couple, 
took the professor’s rooms. 

Another tenant (public ac- 
countant) paid a month in ad- 
vance, but took umbrage when, 
six weeks later, Neyroud hinted 
that he was behind schedule. 
He’d want a substantial rent de- 
duction, he said, if he were to 
stay: the flat was altogether too 
depressing. “See what I mean,” 
he said, asking him in. 

Neyroud found the floor and 
walls painted black. From dark 
purple’ door to littered desk, 
cluttered kitchenette, dish- 
strewn  dining-table, tumbled 
studio couch, and up the wall 
and halfway across the ceiling 


were flesh-pink rubber foot 
prints. 
“Who did this?” Neyroud 


asked “I did,” said the tenant. 
“After all, when in Rome you 
knows... 3" 

His next tenants, Neyroud 
says ‘in a book abounding in 
laughs—‘“Americans Are People” 
—_were a young couple who did 
batik work (the printing of 
coloured designs on textiles by 
waxing parts: not to be dyed) 
and choked his plumbing out- 
let by pouring melted wax into 
bowls, basin and bathtub. The 
repairs cost him the two months’ 
rent they paid in four months’ 
tenancy. 

Then came an engaging young 
gent who was carted off to ali- 
mony jail before he'd paid any 
rent at all. When ‘he telephoned 
asking for some necessities, Ney- 
roud packed a suit-case, adding 
“as a cheery piece of symbolism” 
a slice of stale bread on a rusty, 
almost toothless hacksaw blade, 
and handed it. to two scowling 
jailers. 

Early next morning he was 
called for and himself carted off 
to the jail. Laid out on a desk 
before the two grim jailers was 
a jailbreaker’s outfit consisting 
of the hacksaw blade (minus its 
bread) two nail files, manicure 
scissors and a packet of. safety- 
razor blades. 

Did he admit, they asked, 
smuggling these instruments to 
a prisoner? Did he know that 
aiding and abetting @ jailbreaker 
was a criminal offence? Evident- 
ly it was the rusty hacksaw 
blade that rankled. Wasn't it an

His ‘reputation as an easy 
mark, he says, spread a stubble 
fire, and the Bohemians ganged 
up on him.

The Romance Was Purely Imaginary 


Every so often public opinion 
picks on a rogue and invests him 
with an aura of romance, even 
in his lifetime. It panders to his 
vanity and encourages him to 
further crime — for many crooks 
break the law for the sake of 
winning applause, even if only 
from their own kind. 

They’re men and women with 
a feeling of inferiority who are 
trying desperately to compensate. 

Notorious highwaymen Dick 
Turpin and Claude Duval belong 


to that army of romantic rogues. * 


In more recent times, Jesse 
James and Billy the Kid were 
elevated to the status of heroes 
— by those who were not their 
victims! 

Of all the bunch only Duval 
has any real claim to remance. 
Turpin was a sorry coward in 
reality, James a crue] and ruth- 
less killer. We're almost afraid 
to probe into the true history of 
Robin Hood, for he has always 
been one. of our heroes! 

But Jesse James is the ,man 

whose life has been chosen for 
investigation. What made him a 
callous crook whén tie had the 
ability and opportunity to be a 
useful citizen? 
Jesse Woodson James was born 
in 1847 in Missouri. He came of 
no. bad stock, and there was 
nothing squalid about his early 
environment. His father, Robert 
James, was ordained to the Pap- 
tist ministry, and to faith he ad- 
ded work, for during the week 
he cultivated his own farm. 

It seems to have been from his 
mother that Jesse inherited a 
streak -of violence, for she was 
a woman of great determination, 
who swept aside all obstacles in 
the path of her ambition. She 
was too strong for her husband, 
who abandoned preaching — and 
his family — to seek fortune in 
the newly discovered gold-fields 
of California. 

From him, perhaps, Jesse in- 
herited a restless disposition and 
a desire for easy wealth 

Robert died almost as soon as 
he reached California’™ Mrs. 
James married again. Her scc- 
ond husband was a farmer twice 
her age with a family of his own. 
One can imagine that Jesse and 
his elder brother Frank were un- 
happy in this household. There 
was constant friction — sé much 
friction that the marriage brole 
up. Jesse was a handsome arro- 
gant youngster who resented the 
authority and the family of his 
stepfather : 

This was the time of the 
American Civil War. Frank soon 
joined the guerillas who were 
operating for the Confederate 
Army. Young Jesse tried to go 
with him, but was sent back to 
help on the family farm. Tradi- 
tion has it that a band of North 
ern soldiers raided the farm and 
thrashed Jesse for his loyalty to 
the South. But I don’t think it 
needed any stimulus to persuade 
the lad to make another attempt 
. this time successful — to take 
part in the fighting He was six 
teen 

A photograph of Jesse. taken 
at that time, reveals a youth 
with a smooth, broad forehead, 
eyes and small lips 
pressed into a thin line There 
is determination and arrogance 
in the upward tilt of his head. 

From that year, 1863. emerge’ 
two portraits of Jesse James. as 
different as night from dav 
There is Jesse. the darling o! the 
South. the Robin Hood of the 
prairies and backwoods, wm 
plundered the rich to heln the 
poor: who naid the morteare on 
a widow’s farm, then robbed thr 
wicked creditor of the money he 
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life of an outlaw. 

There is Jesse, the dark killer, 
who robbed banks, held up 
trains, shot: down men in cold 
blood — because he had delib- 
erately chosen that way of life. 
His mother’s farm was waiting; 
he could have gone back to it 
and won a prosperous living 
from the rich soil. 

At seventeen he could — and 
did — boast of having killed as 
many men. His acts so far could 
be cloaked under the plea of war. 
The war ended; Jesse’s exploits 
did not. SS 

In 1869 Jesse was present — 
he was probably the leader — at 
a raid on the bank in Gallatin, 
Missouri. A cashier was shot 
dead. Three years later the 
tragedy was repeated when a 
young, unarmed cashier was 
murdered in the bank at Colum- 
bia, Kentucky. Bank raid fol- 
lowed bank raid thrgughout the 
United States. 

Jesse was not responsible for 
4hem all, though he robbed more 
banks than any other gang leader. 
He had already become a legend,

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With cold weather here — or 
on its way — thoughts turn to 
heartier main dishes; and what. 
could be more heart-warming — 
also mouth-watering — than the 
sight and smell of a good hearty 
pot roast? 

Whether you serve your pot 
roast with potatoes, rice, oF 
dumplings, or cook it with fruit, 
vegetables, or spices, remember 
that the most important guide 
to follow in cooking it is a low, 
temperature. .This- keeps the 
juices and flavor in the meat, 
cuts down shrinkage, makes the 
meat more tender, and prevents 
‘burned fat drippings. 
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Pot roasts — rump, round, or 
chuck — are best when roasted 
in moist heat. The general rule 
is to season meat, dip in flour, 
then brown in .a small amount 
of fat. Cover and cook slowly 
on top of stove or in a 350° F. 
oven, in juices from meat or in 
a small amount of added liquid 
(liquid is usually water, but it 
may be Jal, cream, «tomato 
juice, or soup). Cook until 
fork-tender. A pot roast weigh- 
ing ‘three pounds (at. refrigera! 
tor temperature) will need 
about 3 hours after browning. 

For this pot roast with vege- 
tables, thicken the cooking 
liquid for gravy. It serves 6-8 


BEEF POT ROAST 


3-4 pound beef arm pot roast 
2 tablespoons flour 

2 teaspoons salt 

% teaspoon pepper 

3 tablespoons lard or 

_ drippings 

% cup water 

6 medium potatoes 

6 stalks celery 


Dredge roast with seasoned 
flour and brown on all-sides.in 
lard or drippings. Add water, 
cover and simmer on top: of 
stove or in 350° F. oven for 2 
hours or- until tender.

Malachi 3:1-6, 13-18 


Memory Selection: Have we 
not all one father? Hath not one 
God created us? Why do we 
deal treacherously every man 
against his brother? Malachi 
2:10. 


Malachi; the last of the minor 
prophets in the order in which 
they appear in te Old Testa- 
ment, wrote his little book some 
time during the period of Ezra 
and Nehemiah at a:time of re- 
ligious declension. It may have 
been during Nehemiah’s absence 
from Jerusalem. (See Nehemiah 
13:6). Malachi predicts the com- 
ing of John the Baptist and the 
coming of the Messiah. 


Malachi’s first rebuke is di- 
rected against the priests. They 
have given their service grudg- 
ingly. They wanted pay for ev- 
ery little task they did. They 
offered polluted bread and 
maimed beasts to the Lord; such 
they would not offer to their 
governor. 

Then Malachi reproved the 
people. He predicted judgments 
upon them for their sorcery, 
adultery, lying. oppressing the 
hireling, the widow~- and the 
fatherless and turning the 
stranger from his right. More- 
over they did not fear God. They 
robbed him by withholding the 
tithes and offerings 

But in every dark there 
is a faithful remnant. “They that 
feared the Lord spake often one 
to another; and the Lord heark- 
ened, and heard it, and a book 
of remembrance was written be- 
fore him for them that feared 
the Lord, and that thought upon 
his name.”

Dur i; heavy rain shower at 
Gibralter in May, 1915, a cloud 
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’ ing, black-bearded Abbe. 


Louis the Kangaroo was a 
fine middleweight, but his box- 
ing. career in Paris didn’t last 
long. A young woman side- 
tracked him from it. He toured 
the provinces as sparring par- 
tner. Then came the war, and 
prison camp: On his return he'd 
lost both his girl friend “and his 
famous footwork, so he roamed 
from one boxing ring te an- 
other, teaching beginners, then 
sweeping the arena and looking 
after equipment. 

To keep “in shape” he began 
taking dope. The club threw 
him out. He hung around sport- 


ing cafes, meeting other has- 
beens, like himself who were 


available for any: kind of match. 
Then came a fight in which he 
knocked out his opponent, 
fought the police like a mad- 
man, and got.six months’ jail. 

At forty-three, with raucous 
voice, broken nose, red face, 
thick eyelids, low, deeply fur- 
rowed forehead, he looked much 
older. But his great body had 
muscular reserves, despite all 
the drink. He still wanted to 
do something useful, so went 
atong the Abbe Pierre's house 
called Emmaus in a Paris suburb 
and asked for work. 

“Stay with us,” said the smil- 
“But 
remember, for the sake of the 
others, 1 do not want you to be 
seen when you have been drink- 
ing.” 

“I promise you, Father.” 

He was one of many down- 
and-outs helped by this remark- 
able priest and Chamber De- 
_puty—Legion of Honour, Croix 
de Guerre and Medal of the 
Resistance—who took a ruined 
house, eenverted it into a social 
centre, then bought empty huts 
from prisoners’ camps on the 
instalment plan and_ erected 
them in the grounds to house 
homeless, destitute families. This 
at a time, just after the -war, 
when Paris had 200,000 adults 
and more than 600,000 children 
packed into hotels, furnished 
rooms, insanitary slums — and 
there were seven million badly 
housed people in France. 

Another who found refuge at 
Emmaus was an ex-convict, 
Bastien. An orphan at fifteen, 
he lived with his uncle near the 
Belgian border, on land he 
would inherit when he came of 
age. He loved a Gravelines girl, 
Lucie; walked the windy dunes 
with her on summer evenings; 
wanted to marry her. Then the 
old uncle married a vulgar, 
stingy widow with two sons. 
They hated Bastien because one 
day he would own the estate, 
and wanted to get him out of 
the way. All their gossip and 
mischief-making were aimed at 
provoking a quarrel. between 
the young couple. 

One day a rafter fell, and the 
woman said it was an attempt 
at murder. This so _ horrified 
Bastien that he reached for his 
uncle’s old revolver hanging in 
the hall, loaded it to frighten 


. 


her, and accidently shot the 
uncle dead. Tramped-up evi- 
dence got him twenty years’ 


hard labour at Cayenne. 

When he came back, an old 
man,Lucie was married. Be- 
wildered, disgusted, he ren- 
ounced ownership of the estate, 
and in a small hotel close to 
Emmaus took out his razozr to 
end his life. By sheer chance 
the proprietor came in in the 
nick of time and rang up the 
Abbe, whom. he knew, , who 
rushed over and offered Bastien 
refuge 

Slowly, with work, friend- 
ship, Bastien regained courage 
and the desire to live, but some- 
times despair overcame him; he 
would sob like a child and, tell- 
ing his story, say: “No, no, I 
swear 1 didn’t aim at him. Why 
should I want to kill him, my 
uncle?” He could never torget 
the tragedy that had made him 
an outcast. 

Baptiste, another 
misfit who always slept out in 
the open, scorning even a tent, 
confessed to a fellow-worker: 
“This is the first time in my life 


that I've done any building . 

You see, until now, [ve only 

been taught the exact opposite 
to destroy and kill. I never 


learned anything else; not since

Il was fifteen. 1 was the regi- 
mental mascot. I was twenty- 
two when France fell. Then I 
went underground with the 
Maquis, then the F.F.l (Free 
French Resistance Movement) 
Alsace. Germany, Occupation. 
Why didn’t I get demobilized? 
I've told you, all I knew wag / 
fighting Indo-China, that 
the last straw.” 

They were well paid, and de- 
corated, ‘he added, but the 
money went fast on drink, 
drugs, women. He got malaria, 
his rating as killer went. down, 
his outfit threw him out, he was 
repatriated, welcomed with 
other “heroes” at Marseilles by 
a brass band, went back to his 
family in Normandy. 

His brothers, who had got rich 
on the black market during the 
Occupation, said; “You should 
have done what we did.” He 
smashed all the crockery, went 
off to Paris, ran through his 
bonus, became a down-and-out 
with but’one way of escape? 
suicide, A woman in the Red 
Cross gave him the Abbe’s 
name. . . 

“But now I know that war is 
the greatest evil,” he said. “Liv- 
ing near him perhaps I can still 
leatn to do something useful, to 
build instead of destroying .. ” 

Inspiring. indeed is _ Boris 
Simon’s account of all this in 
“Abbe Piefre and the Ragpick- 
ers” (Harvill Press, 15s.), ably 
translated by Lucie Noel. To 
help his scheme of rehabilia- 
tion, the Abbe organized rag- 
pickers to comb the dustbins, 
dumps, sewers—and he sold the 
salvage. He bought land, put up 
more huts until he could house 


180 families who had been 
evicted © from overcrowded 
rooms. 


To get money he begged in the 
streets, worked in a circus, took 
part in a double-or-quits radio 
quiz and won £250. Once when 
money ran out for cheap flats 
he was building he exchanged 
his car for an ancient, high- 
built relic with spoked wheels 
and trailer. It created a sensa- 
tion whenever he parked in the 
courtyard of the National As- 
sembly. 

During a bitter January night 
of 1954, when the Council of the 
French Government had just re- 
jected a bill demanding funds 
for emergency housing of the 
poor, a three-months-old baby 
died of cold in an abandongd 
shell of a Paris bus. The Abbe 
at once drew attention to it by 
writing the Minister of Recon- 
struction an indignant letter, in- 
viting him to attend the child’s 
funeral. 

Unprecedented though it. was, 
the Minister came, followed’ the 
coffin on foot, and decided then 
and there that the Govetnment 


should intervene. At its next 
session the Council allotted 
funds for building several 


emergency centres. 

Three weeks later the Abbe 
found men sleeping in the open, 
doorways, under 
bridges, over Underground 
Vents, trying to keep warm on 
an icy night ten degrees. below 
zero, Helped by his ragpickers, 
he pitched a tent on an empty 
site in the heart of Paris, then 
launched a heart-rending appeal 
on the radio, saying: “Last night 
we found a woman who had 
died of exposure holding evic- 
tion papers in her hand. Such 
abominations must stop.” 

All France responded. A 
Champs-Elysees hotel offered 
him office. space and = store- 
rooms. The police opened up to 
the destitute warm subways, 
police stations'and railway ter- 
minals after hours. Pubheé foun- 
dations, private hostels, shelter- 
ed some 10,000 homeless tramps, 
young workmen, married. cou- 
ples with children. Tons of 
clothing and blankets, millions 
of franes poured in. Last year 
he received £400,000 for his 
campaign for homes for the poor. 

A magnificent triumph for the 
Samaritan who, from the start 
of his great work, asked no 
questions, made no demands for 
himself, said simply, “The same 
soup for them all, believers or 
not,” and is now honoured in a 
splendid book no one should 
miss reading.

When pests invade a crop, 
people and things have to move 
in a hurry if the crop is to be 
saved from. destruction. A delay 
anywhere down the line of ac- 
tion could result in disaster. An 
example of this was demonstra- 
ted in the prairie provinces re- 
cently when the barley aphid 
plague broke out.

Now, a single aphid is a 
harmless looking, hardly~-visible, 
insect which feeds off the plant 
by sucking its juices. There are 
usually aphids on most plants, 
but when they are present in 
epidemic proportion, a field of 
grain can be stripped in about 
four and one half hours. Their 
reproductive powers are prodi- 
gious and if climatic conditions 
are just right, they can sweep 
across the land in a single season 
with the speed of a prairie grass 


- fire. And conditions in Manitoba, 


Saskatchewan and Alberta this 
summer were: ideal for aphids 
to propagate. ; 
* * 7 

The insects were first noticed 
near Winnipeg. They were soon 
reported. in eastern Saskatche- 
wan. In a little more than a week 
they appeared in epidemic pro- 
portion’ in Alberta. With the 
barley crop in the three provin- 
ces totalling about 7,500,000 
acres, there was indeed cause 
for alarm.

But by a miracle of close co- 
operation between entomologists, 
farmers, industry, customs and 
agricultural authorities, millions 
of acres of barley crop were 
sprayed. Farmers reported aphid 
infestations to their local agri- 
cultural representatives — and 
they had to do it within a mat- 
ter of hours or the insects wouid 
have had the upper hand. Ag- 
ricultural representatives went 
to pesticide firms to see what 
chemical was available and 
were given the answer: the new, 


and powerful aphicide, fiala- 
thion. 

Was it available in Canada?

migals for controlling insects, 
plant diseases and undesirable 
plants and animals, the public is 
somewhat confused as to the 
meaning of the general terms 
describing these products. 


J. G. Hastings, pesticides man-~- 
ager of the C-I-L agricultural 
chemicals department, attempts 
to clarify the situation by say- 
ing that all such chemicals could 
be classed as pesticides and gen- 
erally fall into four main groups 


. 7 a 
(1) Insecticides — control in- 
sects. Examples — DDT, mala- 


thion, aldrin, lead arsenate, ben- 
zene hexachloride, rotenone, di- 
azinon. 

(2) Fungicides — control fun- 
gus and other plant diseases. 
Examples — Captan, copper sul- 
phate, ferbam, sulphur, and a 
variety of seed treating chemi- 
cals. 


(3) Herbicides — control 
weeds and other desirable 
plant growth. Examples o- 2,4-D, 


2.4,5-T, polybor-chlorate. 

. 44) Rodenticides control 
rats, mice and other rodents 
that might have become pests. 
Examples — Antu, Cyanogas, 
Pival, Warfarin. 

Some pesticides, Mr. Hastings 
says can be formulated to have 
both fungicidal and insecticidal 
properties which when applied 
will control both plant diseases 
and insects which attack the 
plant, for example, Deecop dusts 
and wettable powder for spray- 
ing, all purpose garden dusts and 
sprays, Troxide, Cucurbit 3-5 dust 
and Mergamma C seed treat~- 
ment. Great care: however must 
be taken to. ensure that all 
chemicals are compatible «and 
that no injurious reaction will 
result.

What makes their clock sense 
eo much more remarkable 1s 
that the actual time of low tide 
ig never the same two days 
running, being each day nearly 
an hour later than the pre 
vious one.

The scene is set by the shores 
of the South Sea Islands. The 
time is early morning, just six 
days after the October full moon. 
Down in the little harbours and 
along the beaches their is bust- 
ling activity as every available 
boat is trade ready to put to sea. 

In imagination we will follow 
the islanders, for this is te them 
a great day. A mile or two out 
from the shore the boats stop, 
and everyone in them dives for 
a basket which he scoops into the 
sea. As he pulls it out, the water 
rapidiy drains away, leaving & 
mass of wriggling worms. These, 
the sole object of this early- % 
morning expedition. are tipped 
into the bottom of the boat, and 
the operation is repeated. 


The sea is full of these worms, 
and the boatmen go on scooping 
for hour after hour, as fast as 
they can, occasionally pausing to 
enjoy a mouthful of the curious 
creatures, which they regard as 
a luxury. 


Eventually the boats are 
crammed with their wriggling 
cargo. The baskets are then 
dumped on top of the masses 
of worms, and the boats are 
headed for home, the catches 
providing feasts for every fam- 
ily. as long as they last. Exactly 
a month later, just six days 
after the November. full moon, 
the whole: expedition is repeat- 
ed, the worms then being even 
more abundant than in October. 


What does all this curious ac- 
tivity mean? It is the spawning 
season of the Palolo worm-—the 
Worm with the Sense of Time. 
Throughout the year this lowly 
creature, lives in clefts, and 
crannies in 4he coral rocks sur- 
rounding these Pacific Islands, 
where it remains -hidden away 
and protected from its enemies. 


Then, as October approaches, 
the breeding instinct lures it 
fronr its hiding-place. Every 
worm spawns but once a year, 
choosing either the sixth day 
after full moon in October or 
the corresponding day in No- 
vember, the majority waiting 
until November. How they 
manage always to choose the 
same day is a complete mystery. 
Yet it has always been so, and 
these two days have been feast 
days for the islanders from time 
immemorial. They are, in fact, 
the two most important days in 
their calendar. 


Although the Palolo worm is 
an outstanding example, there 
are other creatures that exhibit 
a remarkable time sense. Bird 
migration, for instance, often 
shows considerable constancy in 
its occurrence. 


Many animals: have a remark- 
able clock time sense, some of 
their activities occurring at pre- 
cisely the same time each day.
